New ¥ or k realtors protest against 
civic extravagance, but we are will¬ 
ing to wager that they are the very 
fellows who, prior to 1930, were urg¬ 
ing all sorts of expenditure upon the 
city council. 


The idea that judicial salaries in 
Canada are too low is confined in the 
main to judges and lawyers. They 
are not so high as the incomes of 
some lawyers, of course, but they are 
high enough to attract first-rate legal 
talent to the bench. The salary of a 
judge carries with it a pension on 
retirement, a feature not to be dis¬ 
regarded. This, combined with a se¬ 
cure income that does not require to 
be collected or taxed, make a judge- 
ship the prize of the legal profession. 
Once attained, however, the judge is 
apt to look back with magnifying 
glasses on the practice which he sac¬ 
rificed when he ascended the bench. 
It becomes much larger and more 
lucrative—after he becomes a judge. 
We can remember very few " cases 
where a judge retired from the bench 
to resume private practice, and in 
each case the practice was financial 
and ornamental rather than legal. 

Too many have been elevated to 
the bench because of political service 
rather than because of their legal 
standing, but some of these justified 
their appointment while only a few 
continued to give unnecessary addi¬ 
tional evidence that they owed their 
appointment to party service. It does 
not happen so frequently now, but in 
the past a.good many lawyers would 
undertake to be candidates in hope¬ 
less ridings and if the party was suc¬ 
cessful they were claimants for judge 
ships. A Buffalo attorney, visiting a 
Canadian city, was contrasting Amer¬ 
ican institutions with Canadian, al¬ 
ways to the disadvantage of the lat¬ 
ter, but he was condescending enough 
at last to assent that we have a much 
better judicial System. To his sur¬ 
prise a Canadian dissented, but the 
Buffalo man persisted that our ju¬ 
diciary is vastly superior and that 
Americans freely admitted it. “Let’s 
see,” said the Canadian. “Most of 
your judges have to be elected, 
haven’t they?” Receiving a reply in 
the affirmative, the Canadian said, 
“Well, in Canada, most of our judges 
have to be defeated.”

A GOOD NEIGHBOR? 

The United States is not a good neighbor to Caiada. 
She is a big, greedy nation, utterly insensible to Canadian 
interests and feelings. The sooner Canada realizes the 
full truth of this statement and shapes herself accordingly 
the better it will be for the Dominion. 

The United States government, although we are her best 
customers, callously closes trade doors in our face, heed¬ 
less of the disturbance thus caused. Recently tariff laws 
passed congress preventing exports of Canadian lumber 
and Canadian copper to her territory. This is but one of 
many similar instances. U.S. tariff laws wiped out Can¬ 
adian trade of around $150,000,000 in farm products with¬ 
in the past tea years. This last enactment wipes out a 
lumber and copper trade of thirty million dollars. 

The United States is disliked and villifted the world ov¬ 
er because she is as insensible of other nations’ interests 
and feelings as is one of her fat Iowa hogs. Canada has 
been her one good friend and well-wisher, but we might 
as well fall in line with the rest of the world nations. Ap¬ 
parently the American Eagle doesn’t want friends. 

The United States Congress would cut (Canada’s throat, 
in a business sense, without’the slightest hesitation, if it 
would gain a paltry handful of dollars for some piddling 
little interest in an obscure state of that union. The Un¬ 
ited States has no consideration for Canada. —Hanna

Whether High School education should be provided as 
freely as public school education is a matter of general 
discussion in most towns these days. It is an expressed 
opinion thdt the cost of secondary education is dispropor¬ 
tionately high, creating too heavy a burden for the gen¬ 
eral taxpayers. In this connection Bassano appears to be 
well satisfied with a plan which it has carried on during 
the past year. Every Grade IX pupil pays $10 tuition fee- 
yearly; Grade X pays, $20; Grade XI, $30; and irfOh^de 
XII each pupil pays $60.

This plan appears to meet with approval of Bassano 
parents, and undoubtedly must have lessened the school 
tax. The fees asked are not heavy, but are sufficient to 
remind students that they are not in High School merely 
to kill time. 

When free High School tuition is provided the school 
tax falls upon everyone alike, regardless of whether or 
not he receives any benefit therefrom. It is not equitable, 
in the sense that those whe-'Carry in many instances the 
heaviest share of tax, reap no benefit, and that those who 
receive the greatest benefit often pay little or nothing. 

The system dates no doubt from the days when a fam¬ 
ily! was a badge of glory, and the father of ten was the 
man who was doing his noblest duty by his country. There 
was need for a Canadian population, and those who were 
unable to, or undesirous of adding to the population, were 
expected to help along the cause by carrying a goodly 
share of educational burden. 

Now, however, there seems to be a feeling that higher 
education has passed all reasonable bounds and the cost 
entirely too great for results obtained. Bassano Jibs 
evolved a plan which will no doubt exercise a steadying 
serious influence on students, and which places the burden 
of the special service more equitably.

advocated the Canadian dollaa^f olio wing the standard of 
the British pound. He pointed out the obvious advantages 
as resulting particularly in our exports to Britain of wheat 
and cattle." All are familiar with Mr. Coote’s concrete 
treatment of this question. The other day, Mayor Bar- 
rowman of Lethbridge, speaking before the annual stock- 
growers, also urged this necessity, in order that some 
measure of profit might come from the difficult cattle 
market. 

Last week, the Financial Post brought up the same 
question, not as affecting any particular industry, but as 
a basis of monetary relation. 

In fact so me mutual monet ary basis must be reached 
before the Imperial Conference can have result. It would 
seem little use in instituting preferential agreements if 
the British standard amd Canaaian standard were not 
identical. 

The Post states that British finance and industry have 
abandoned immediate hope of a workable international gold 
standard, and their objective has become a group of coun¬ 
tries, trading with the British pound as commond standard 
of international value. At the same time each country 
would retain its own currency for domestic trade. This 
would be the “sterling” bloc and ope/rating first within the 
Empire, it might expand through trade treaties to include 
Scandinavian countries, the Argentine and so on. 

This would present two distinct international groups, 
the sterling block and the gold countries, mainly France

Next to the atrocity of the crime 
itself comes the attitude of the 
American daily press towards it. The 
crime was viewed with abhorrence, of 
course, but the daily newspapers act¬ 
ed as if they had proprietary rights 
in it as raw material for a saleable 
product which was their specialty. 
Hundreds of reporters, feature writ¬ 
ers and cameramen were dispatched 
to the scene and, in numbers dimin¬ 
ishing with the waning interest, they 
remained there, cluttering the high¬ 
ways and fields and roosting on the 
fences.. Police, detectives and inter¬ 
mediaries were trailed in their every 
movement. Reporters, spurred on by 
their news editors, demanded to know 
this, that and the other thing. Col. 
What’s His Name, chief of New Jer¬ 
sey police, had to give them daily con 
ferences. They submitted interroga¬ 
tions in writing and then objected to 
the answers or lack of answers. If 
the child were alive for a few days 
or weeks after the abduction, which is 
possible, they make contact with the 
kidnappers and return of the child im 
possible. When the baby was found 
dead, the chief’s first action was to 
call them all together in the Lind¬ 
bergh garage, lock the doors and give 
them the story. The press has often 
helped discover crime and apprehend 
criminals, but in this case it was a 
nuisance to the Lindberghs and the 
police and an obstacle to the return 
of the child alive. 

Is it not natural for a $75,000 a 
year man to live ancl spend in the 
grand manner and think in tens, of 
millions? No one in Canada should 
be paid a higher salary than the 
prime minister. He has the biggest 
job in the country, yet there are rail- 
waymen and general managers ol 
banks, insurance companies, trust 
companies and industrial corpora¬ 
tions who have larger salaries. This 
would appear to be an opportune time 
for shareholders to attend annual 
meetings and ask a few pertinent and 
embarrassing questions, followed by 
a logical and appropriate resolution. 

If the parliamentary restaurant at 
Ottawa would only pay its way, we 
could view with composure the pros¬ 
pect of parliament taking over radio 
with a view to running it on a self- 
sustaining basis. 


Every little while one reads letters 
in the newspapers charging Canada 
with shameful default in carrying 
out promises made to her soldiers. 
The allegation is not fair to Canada, 
which, with gratuities, increased pen¬ 
sions, hospital and medical treatment 
and other services, has exceeded the 
promises made at the time of enlist¬ 
ment Last year, the pensions bill 
was $44,000,000 with $11,000,000 add¬ 
ed for medical, hospital and other 
services. This year it will be higher. 
Next year, higher still. Practically 
all the officials connected with the 
administration, pension commissions 
and tribunals, medical boards, etc., 
are themselves ex-service men who 
may be presumed to give the appli¬ 
cant Bravery case the benefit of the 
doubt. If there are individual cases 
of neglect, it is due, as Sir Richard 
Turner has said, to the tribunals be¬ 
ing swamped with applications that 
have little or no merit. 

At the Los Angeles frog-jumping 
contest last week, Budweiser, the 
frog of Stockton, Calif., leaped into 
leadership of the world with 13 feet, 
5 inches. Twenty thousand . people 
witnessed the feat.

SCHOOL PLAN 

i Scheme Adopted for Financing High 
i School Tuition in Bassano Successful 

Bassano has had one term’s exper¬ 
ience in a high school special plan, 
which has proved successful and will 
be carried on for another year. At a 
meeting of parents of high school 
pupils the success of the plan was 
endorsed, and it was approved. 

The levying of fees for financing 
the high school plan will be on the 
same basis as its first term of opera¬ 
tion. This is as follows: 

For the whole term— 

$10 for every grade S pupil. 

$20 for every grade 10 pupil. 

$30 for every grade 11 pupil. 

$60 for every grade 12 pupil. 

For pupils from other organized 
school districts attending Bassano 
high school there will be the usual 
additional tuition fees. 

In addition to the tuition fees paid 
by parents the school board wilL re¬ 
ceive the government grant of $3 per 
teaching day, and amounting to.about 
$600. 1 - \ 

Tnere are now 49 pupils attending 
Bassano high school. Jt is estimated 
that next term there will be not less 
than 45, with a possible 52. 

Parents expressed their satisfac¬ 
tion with the tuition plan, and voiced 
their approval by- voting to continue 
it another term. 

About $270 is left over from the 
funds subscribed to the high school 
plan during,the present term. Dis¬ 
position of this money was one of the 
important problems to come before 
the meeting. After some discussion it 
was decided to rebate this money pro 
rata to those who had contributed to 
the fund. The money will not be dis¬ 
tributed until receipt of the govern¬ 
ment grant for this term; probably 
some time in October.

Where¬ 
upon some one moved that no frater¬ 
nal greetings be received from the 
United Church. With no more to go 
than that, it looks as if the United 
Church had an awful nerve and the 
Presbyterians some temper. 


Maritime Paper Considers That Prai¬ 
rie Provinces are Getting the Long 
End 

It is always of value to learn the 
other person’s opinion and while the 
Prairie Provinces are bowed under 
obvious woes it is not surprising that 
Eastern provinces think the prairies 
are getting more than their share of 
attention. 

The Eastern Chronicle of Nova 
Scotia has a reproving word for all 
the expenditure on the prairies and 
the cost to the Dominion. The edi¬ 
torial says: 

“Insensible to Maritime rights, 
Prime Minister Bennett has literally 
opened the treasury doors to the 
Western Provinces. In six months 
from September 1 to March 31, 1932, 
he handed out to Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan and Alberta, no less a sum of 
over thirty-eight millions, five hun 
dred thousand dollars. ■ This is what 
the Financial Post (Conservative) 
says about it: 

“Order in council under the unem¬ 
ployment act reveal that durirfg the 
month of April the three Prairie Prov 
mces cost the Dominion treasury 
more than $3,500,000 per week. This 
strain was placed upon federal re¬ 
sources in a month when, despite the 
nigh taxation of the Rhodes budget, 
the revenues declined (compared with 
April, 1931) by more than $1,000,000 
per week. 

“There is but one explanation. It 
is that the Prairie Provinces are not 
willing, if they can find any means of 
escape, to live within their means, to 
cut their coats according to their 
cloth. They are not compelled to do 
so while the federal government 
stands ready to give them money, 
which can ill be spared from the na¬ 
tional treasury, and so the mad race 
of piling up debt continues. 

After quoting the above from the 
Financial Post the Chronicle contin¬ 
ues: 

“This means that the money of the 
Maritimes and other Easter® parts of 
Canada has been taken out of tne 
treasury and with the April payment 
included, there has been handed over 
to the Western Provinces nearly fifty 
million of dollars with the almost cer¬ 
tain fact it will never be returned. 

“It is like extracting an eye-tooth 
to get a dollar from Mr. Bennett for 
the poor and needy in our industrial 
districts, and the situation exposed 
by the Financial Post is an absolute¬ 
ly shocking and indefensible one.” 

ANOTHER VIEW 
OF WHEAT QUOTA 

Will a wheat quota in the British 
market, for reciprocal preferences on 
the part of Canada, react unfavorably 
in the placing of wheat on other mar¬ 
kets? This is the disturbing question 
which has been discussed in a recent 
U.F.A. issue, which says: 

“Over a perited of years Western 
Canada can produce an average sur¬ 
plus of around 300,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. Under the most favorable con¬ 
sideration' Great Britain could hardly 
be expected to take more than a third 
of this surplus. 

“That leaves 200 , 000,000 bushels of 
wheat which must find markets in 
other importing countries. Will these 
.other importing countries resent the 
quota arrangement with Great Brit¬ 
ain and seek to make trade treaties 
with other wheat importing countries 
to the disadvantage of Canada ? 

“The vice-president of a great To¬ 
ronto store, returned from Switzer¬ 
land recently, brings back this mes¬ 
sage: ‘Tell your folks at home that in 
future we are going to elect to buy 
our wheat where we can sell our mer¬ 
chandise.’ That is the spirit of Eur¬ 
ope these days—to buy from those 
who buy from them. 

“So Canada, while eager to obtain 
as great a portion of the British 
wheat-buying as possible, has also to 
remember the 200 , 000,000 bushels of 
wheat she must sell outside of Great 
Britain. The markets won for Can¬ 
adian wheat on the basis of its quali¬ 
ty cannot be ignored. An inter-Em¬ 
pire trade agreement that would re¬ 
sult in the loss of other important 
buyers of Canadian wheat would not 
be advantageous.” 


Replanting Should Bring Good Gar- 
. . dena, With Fine Weather 

If for some reason or other no gar¬ 
den has been started yet it is not too 
1 late to put in many flowers and vege¬ 
tables. Of course, if possible, use 
| started plants instead of seed with 
I those long season things like toma- 
j toes, cabbage, egg plants, celery and 
cauliflower among the vegetables and 
zinnias, cosmos, petunias, marigolds 
‘and a most of other flowers. Then, 
too, it is advisable to use any short 
' suts within reach, like plenty <Jf g<yn- 
mercial fertilizer, and water and cul- 
itivation. With later vegetables like 
'corn, beans and melons, this is very 
little behind schedule and there is no 
reason why three sowings about a 
.week apart cannot be made. This con¬ 
tinuous planting will spread the har¬ 
vesting season just that much farth- 
jer. Instead of depending upon leaf 
lettuce, ordinary radish and spinach, 
which are among the first crops sown 
and harvested it would be better to 
plant Cos lettuce, a self bleaching hot 
weather sort, which if planted sever¬ 
al times at ten day intervals will keep 
coming on all summer. Instead of the 
spring radish, the summer sort should 
l be planted and Swiss Chard in the 
place of spinach. This latter vege¬ 
table will produce a summer supply 
| of greens, the leaves being used while 
I the stems may be cooked and prepar¬ 
ed like asparagus. Lima beans ^, and 
Chinese cabbage are regularly planted 
in Jun^

CANADA SUPPLIES 
irS OWN BUTTER 

Has Developed in Past Year to Self 
Supporting Basis 

Canada has developed in the past 
year into an important butter export¬ 
ing country after supplying its do¬ 
mestic requirements, amounting to 
around 217,000,000 lbs., instead of 
having to import butter for its own 
requirements as in former years. Can 
ada in 1931 is estimated to have pro¬ 
duced 224,661,940 lbs. of butter, of 
which she exported 10,680,500 lbs. 
Her imports were comparatively neg¬ 
ligible to that of other years, amount 
ing to only 2,821,317 lbs. In 1030 the 
estimated domestic consumption of 
butter was around 223,000,000 lbs., 
with domestic production amounting 
to 1857,51,061 lbs., and exports to on¬ 
ly 1,180,400 lbs. In that year Can¬ 
ada imported 38,606,066 lba. 


UFA OPPOSES 

WHEATQUOTA 

Alberta Farm Group Issues Brief for 

Reference of Economic Conference 

Taking a stand against the estab¬ 
lishment of a wheat quota within the 
Empire, and suggesting that the gold 
standard might be abandoned through 
out the Empire, or urging in the al¬ 
ternative that parity between the 
Canadian dollar and the English 
pound sterling be established, the Un¬ 
ited Farmers of Alberta Sunday re¬ 
leased a memorandum of its executive 
cpmmittee containing- these represea* 
tatipns. 

The memorandum has been sent to 
other farm organizations with which 
the U.F.A. is in consultation and to 
the recent Regina conference. A 
copy has been sent to Rt. Hon. R. B. 
Bennett for consideration in refer¬ 
ence to the Imperial Economic Con¬ 
ference to be held in July. 

The U.F.A. points out that West¬ 
ern Canada depends for its livelihood 
upon agriculture, and that the fact 
that free access ’to world markets is 
essential must be remembered when 
the economic discussions take place. 

Pointing out that only one-third of 
Canada’s exportable wheat surplus is 
purchased within the Empire, the U. 
F.A. states that “nothing should be 
done which would place in jeopardy 
our access to non-Empire markets,” 
and stating its opposition to a quota 
system, states that if a preferential 
tariff system is adopted, care should 
be taken to prevent “the emergence 
of any spirit of antoganism which 
might prejudice the interests of the 
Canadian wheat producer in foreign 
markets.” 

The Alberta farm body is anxious 
to promote development of primary 
Canadian industries “to establish 
quality and ensure continuity of sup¬ 
ply satisfactory to the British con¬ 
sumer.” Marketing also should be 
discussed at the conference. It was 
suggested a Canadian marketing 
board and an Empire board and an 
Empire board of wide scope be set 

pp. 

Referring to the success of co-op¬ 
erative bodies, the U.F.A. suggests 
that direct exchange of commodities 
between co-operative organizations 
of Canadian farmers and British con¬ 
sumers “might be carried on with ad¬ 
vantage to all concerned.” On the 
question of economics, the U.F.A. 
points out that farmers of Western 
Canada have been badly hit, that 
they have become involved in serious 
indebtedness, an indebtedness which 
“cannot possibly be liquidated at 
present prices.” 

On the question of a monetary pol¬ 
icy, the farm body asserts' that tariff 
adjustments or other trade policies 
would not be sufficient to remove the 
depression, that the present system 
has failed to distribute to the con¬ 
sumer purchasing power sufficient to 
buy the total products of farm and 
factory. 

United Farmers of Alberta feels 
that as a practical measure parity of 
exchange of the Canadian dollar in 
relation to the English pound ster- 
ling should be adopted, to be main¬ 
tained by authority of the federal 
government, and that “in general the 
gold standard be abandoned as the 
basis for currency within the British 
Empire.”
